BOOKS...  FRANK  XALKi 

By  John  W.  Frank  WB9TQS 

"The  Complete  Handbook  of  Radio 
Transmitters" 

By  Joseph  J.  Carr 

Published  by  TAB  Books  Inc. 

350  Pages  (paperback)  $9.95 

This  book  could  have  been  titled 
"Everything  You  Wanted  to  Know  About 
Transmitters,  but  Didn't  Know  Who  to 
Ask." 

Twenty  two  chapters  cover  a  wide 
range  of  topics,  starting  with  solid 
state  and  vacuum  tube  fundamentals. 
Oscillators,  amplifiers,  power  sup¬ 
plies,  and  ’  matching  networks  are  des¬ 
cribed  in  detail.  CW,  AM,  FH,  PM,  DSB, 
and  SSB  are  defined  and  explained. 
Separate  chapters  are  devoted  to  neu¬ 
tralization,  troubleshooting,  safety, 
RFI,  and  transmitter  tests  and  measure¬ 
ments.  .  . 

Thfs  handbook  may  be  of  interest  to 
anyone  interested  in  the  nuts  and  bolts 
aspects  of  transmitters.  Licensees 
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planning  on  upgrading  may  find  it  a 
useful  supplement  to  many  of  the  study 
guides  and  license  manuals  already  on 
the  market.  . 

Do  I  have  any  criticisms  of  this 
book?  Only  one.  A  few  of  the  schematics 
and  photos  aren't  what  the  captions  say 
they  are.  For  example,  a  cathode  mcdu- 
lator  {with  triodes)  is  described  as  a 
screen  modulator  in  chapter  ;  13.  In 
chapter  16,  all  three  photos  of Yaesu 
transceivers  are  shown  with  the  wrong 
captions. 

These  minor  flaws  in  ‘'proofreading 
detract  from  the  overall  quality  of  the 
book.  However,  it  remains  a  practical 
and  easily  understood  guide  to;  radio 
transmitters.

HAMS  RECEIVE  FAVORABLE  RESULTS 
WITH  AHTENNA  SUIT 


It  took  two  years,  but  the  lawsuit 
involving  radio  amateurs  and  the  City 
of  Burbank  has  finally  come  to  an  end. 
On  Friday,  November  30,  Federal  Judge 
Nicholas  J.  Buca  accepted  a  settlement 
between  the  City  of  Burbank  and  the 
named  plaintiffs  in  the  class  action 
suit.  The  attorney  for  the  plaintiffs, 
ARRL  Volunteer  Counsel  James  C. 
O'Connell,  W9WU,  announced  the  terms  of 
the  settlement.  The  highlights  of  the 
settlement  are  the  following:  / 

1)  Within  30  days  of  the  entry  of 
the  decree  in  the  court  records,  the 
City  of  Burbank  will  enact  a  new  ordi¬ 
nance  that  will  provide  for  Amateur 
Radio/Citizens  Radio  antennas. 

2)  The  ordinance  will  specifically 
define  and  permit  “antenna”,  "antenna 
support  structure,"  and  "antenna 
height."  “Antenna  height"  shall  mean 
the  overall  vertical  length  of  the 
antenna  suppport  structure  above  grade 
and  not  include  the  antenna  itself. 

3)  A  permit  shall  be  required  for 
all  antenna  installations  except  those 
where  the  antenna  support  structure  is 
12  feet  or  less  (not  counting  the 
building  on  which  it  is  mounted). 

4)  An  application  for  a  building 
permit  will  require  a  copy  of  the 
plans,  manufacturer's  specification 
sheet,  copy  of  homeowner's  insurance 
policy  and  fee  ($10  or  $15, r..-  depending 
on  the  type  of  antenna). 
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5)  Antenna  support  structured  in  a 
resi denti al 1 y-zoned  district  may  be 
erected  to  a  height  of  65  feet  under 
the  ordinance.  ** 

65  Any  denial  of  a  permit  to  erect 
an  antenna  by  the  City  must  be  in 
writing  and  reasons  must  be  given. 
Also,  fGr  a  period  of  two  years  copies 
of  written  denials  of  building  permit 
applications  for  the  erection  of  an 
antenna  support  structure  must  be  sent 
to  the  plaintiffs'-  attorney  for  review. 

7)  ALL  prior -existing  ^amateur /CB 
antennas  are  “grandfathered"  with  the 
condition  that  :such  antennas  comply 
with  electrical  safety:  requirements.

The  LRRA  hopes  to 
exceed  the-  6.0  million  mark  when  it 
completes  its  most  recent  membership 
drive  in  October. 

April  16,  1034 - Former  President 

Ronald  Reagan,  who  celebrated  his  123rd 
birthday  recently,  was  attacked  by  a 
giant  pink  frog  at  his  California  ranch 
yesterday  while  fishing.  The  President 
was  not  injured  in  the  attack,  but  the 
Secret  Service  has  instituted  new  pro¬ 
cedures  to  exclude  giant  pink  frogs 
from  the  ranch.  The  pink  frog  infesta¬ 
tion  began  in  the  Western  United  States 
after  a  Russian  spacecraft,  returning 
from  an  expedition  to  the  planet  liars, 
crashlanded  in  the  Pacific  Ocean  just 
off  the  California  coast.

ing  to  Hamvention  Committee  Chairman, 
Nguyen  Trinh  Quaap,  Over  375,000  Hams 
crowded  into  the  Hara  Arena  to  get  a 
look  at  the  new  Ham  equipment.  As 
always,  the  flea  market  was  a  big  at¬ 
traction  with  more  than  12,500  exhibit¬ 
ors  setting  up  in  the  back  parking  lot. 
The  usual  traffic  control  problems  were 
swiftly  handled  by  the  Montgomery 
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County  Hit  Squad  ahd  no  serious  diffi¬ 
culties  were  encountered.  “The  Hasnven- 
tion  Committee  expects  next  year's 
event  to  be  even  bigger,"  said  Ehtaap. 

Hay  19,  2084— The  GEARVAKf  Amateu- 
Radio Vent  ion  for  2084  attracted  a 
record  18  people,  said  AmateuRadi o- 
Vention  Chairman  Dr.  Child  Lander  Moon 
at  a  press  conference  yesterday.  “The 
record  crowd  means  that  we're  finally 
gaining  ground  on  the  Dayton  Hamven- 
tionf  after  trying  hard  for  over  100 
years,"  said  Dr.  Moon. 

July  38,  2084 - The  new  calendar,  in¬ 
stituted  by  the  Kennedy  Administration 
in  January,  is  still  causing  difficulty 
among  Americans,  says  a  report  issued 
by  the  United  States  Temporal  Society. 
The  report  claims  that  only  one  in 
eight  Americans  agrees  with  the  change¬ 
over  to  the  nine-month  year  and  only 
one  in  ten  has  learned  how  to  use  the 
new  decimal  calendar.  The  USTS  claims 
that  most  people  have  trouble  coping 
with  the  40. 56-dav  months.  The  concept 
of  double  Mondays  is  also  causing  con¬ 
fusion,  as  is  the  revised  32-hour  day, 
the  report  stated. 

August  19,  2084 - Herman  Yerps,  QST 

editor  for  the  past  12  years  has  been 
asked  to  step  down,  informed  sources  in 
Newington,  CT  told  GEARVAKf  Bulletin 
reporters  last  month  at  a  secret  meet¬ 
ing.  During  Yerp's  tenure  as  editor, 
OST  circulation  has  dropped  [as  has 
ARRL  membership]  to  2,476  Hams.  "The 
ARRL  Board  blames  the  entire  decline  in 
membership  on  Yerps  and  has  decided  to 
can  him,"  said  Elton  Furkinsh,  an  un¬ 
identified  source  who  refused  to  be 
quoted.  The  GEARVAKf  Bulletin  at¬ 
tempted  to  contact  ARRL  President  Percy 
Smerckles  25  times  during  the  past 
month  to  verify  the  story  but  he  was 
"out  of  the  office." 

June  6,  2084 - During  the  past  six 

months,  more  than  250  people  have  been 
arrested  for  smoking  in  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  according  to  statistics 
released  by  the  New  Hampshire  Attorney 
General's  Office.  Smoking  was  outlawed 
in  New  Hampshire  shortly  after  the 
state  was  sold  55  years  ago.  Strict 
enforcement  of  the  smoking  ban  was 
delayed  by  court  action  until  late  last 
year.  Violators  are  imprisoned  for 
three  years  and  fined  $50,000  after 
conviction  of  first  and  second 
offenses.  They  are  executed  after  a 
third  conviction. 

Hovenber  40,  2084 - The  commercial 

broadcasting  industry  has  just  announc¬ 
ed  that  its  royalty  fees  for  reception 
of  its  broadcasts  by  the  general  public 
will  be  increased  on  January  1,  2085. 
The  fee  schedule,  established  by  the 
courts  over  100  years  ago  to  reimburse 
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the  poverty  stricken-entertainment 
industry  for  unauthorized  reception  of 
its  programs  will  now  increase  by  ap¬ 
proximately  100  percent.  Consumer  fees 
are  expected  to  go  up  to  about  $9,399 
par  receiver  per  year.  Government 
license  fees  also  are  expected  to  in- 
c^Ease  by  about  $450  per  year  to 
$3,850.  The  penalty  for  owning  an 
unregistered,  unapproved,  illegal,  un¬ 
sanctioned  receiver  is  death  by  laser 
for  the  owner,  his  family,  all  living 
ancestors  and  d esc en dents ,  and  any 
other  relatives  and  friends  living 
within  100  miles  of  the  illegally  pos¬ 
sessed  receiver.
